Finding is a setback for 
Partners, Mass. Eye & Ear

Partners HealthCare’s expansion plans suf- 
fered a setback Wednesday after a state watch- 
dog agency warned that health care costs for 
consumers would rise significantly if Partners 
is allowed to acquire the specialty hospital Mas- 
sachusetts Eye and Ear. 

The Health Policy Commission said Part- 
ners, the state’s largest 
health care network, is 
likely to seek higher re- 
imbursements for care 
by Mass. Eye and Ear 
and its doctors if the 
deal goes through. Be- 
cause Partners is al- 
ready a high-priced net- 
work, the deal would in- 
crease health care 
spending statewide by 
$20.8 million to $61.2 
million a year, accord- 
ing to the commission. 

“These spending in- 
creases would ultimate- 
ly be borne by consum- 
ers and businesses 
through higher com- 
mercial premiums,” the 
commission said in a lengthy report. 

The findings are the latest signal that the 
state’s most powerful health care system will 
face questions about its expansion plans in 
Massachusetts as policy makers remain fo- 
cused on controlling costs. 

The commission cannot block mergers, but 
it can refer them to the attorney general’s of- 
fice, which has the authority to take legal ac-

More victims, 
abusers listed in 
St. Paul’s report

St. Paul’s School has identified 15 addi- 
tional victims in an ongoing investigation 
into sexual misconduct at the elite Con- 
cord, N.H., school, and five faculty mem- 
bers who are newly suspected of improper 
conduct, according to a report issued to 
the school community Wednesday. 

The report, the second in six months 
detailing misconduct at the school, lists al- 
legations of what school officials termed 
“profoundly disturbing” sexual behavior at 
the school over a span of 53 years, from 
1956 to 2009, according to the letter to the 
school community. 

The new report presents investigators’ 
findings relating to the alleged sexual mis- 
conduct of 16 former faculty members and 
staff. Of that number, five were reported 
for the first time, 11 were previously 
known to investigators. 

“The experiences described in this and 
the previous reports are profoundly dis- 
turbing and shine light on a part of our

Commuter arrested over refusal to leave

The MBTA’s new push to check 
tickets on commuter rail platforms 
has yielded its first arrest. Problem is, 
the passenger had a valid ticket — and 
a bit of an attitude. 

Jim Yarin, a 58-year-old Acton resi- 
dent and longtime commuter rail pas- 
senger, had already paid for an entire 
month of rides with an October pass. 


He was detained last week by Transit 
Police on a North Station platform 
and charged with trespassing after 
the ticket checkers said they could not 
verify that his paper ticket was valid. 

Yarin concedes that he could have 
avoided arrest but says he escalated 
the situation out of principle. 

“I figured, OK, fine, Pll make a 
principled stand,” Yarin said. “I’ve 
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
